wife condefcended on fome Kinds of Goods, whereof the 
Cargo confifted; yet, as the good Etfetts propofed by the 
faid Correfgondence cannot be obtained without. further 
Information, The COM MISSTONERS therefote defire 
That he would inform them, or any of them, whar parti- 
cular Goods, and the Quantities, asnear as he can judge, 


-came to the Hands of each Perfon, whom he has already 


named, becaufe without {uch Information, it is apprehend- 
ed that the ufual Methods of procuring Juftice to the 
Crowa, in fuch Cafes, cannot be obtained. 
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
